Despite widespread power out- 
ages caused by a snowstorm that 


hammered the Crawford County. 


area, just a couple of elderly people 
sought help at an American Red 
Cross emergency shelter established 
at the Michelson Memorial United 
Methodist Church in Grayling. 


Norma Nelson, a Red Cross vol- 
unteer from Mio, said emergency 
responders were bringing the resi- 
dents, who have been without power 
and heat since Friday, to the shelter 
Tuesday moming. 

“They haye to get plowed first 
before the fire department can get to 
them,” said Nelson, who was await- 
ing the arrival of those seeking shel- 


ter. 

A snowstorm walloped northern 
Michigan late Friday and heading 
into early Saturday. Crawford 
County received between eight to 10 
inches of snow during the storm, 
said Brian Adam, a meteorologist 
with the National Weather Service 
Office located just south of Gaylord.

Olivia Silk, the daughter of Miranda and 
Rodney Silk, decided to have her long hair 
cut at Salon Rue on Friday for a donation to 


Wigs 4 Kids. 


Wigs 4 Kids, a non-profit organization 
founded in 2005 in St. Clair Shores, reach- 
es out to kids and young adults with hair 
loss. This program is available to any child 


or teen through age 18 in Michigan. 


Wigs 4 Kids’ main focus is on cancer - 
patients, but also covers youngsters with 
- similar appearance related challenges that 
cause hair loss such as alopecia, trichotillo- 
mania, lupus, hydrocephalus, burns and 


other disorders. 


Silk, age 6, a first grader at the AuSable’ 
Primary School, got the initial idea to help 
support children through her involvement 
in Hoops for Heart. The national program 
for students is coordinated by AuSable 
Primary School physical education teacher 
Scott Baker. Hoops for Hearts generates 
money for the American Heart Association 
through funds students raise by shooting 


basketballs through the hoop.

“It’s inspiring to see a lit- 
tle kid do something like 
that and it’s so cute,” she 
said. “She’s a good example 
and it’s always nice to help 
out in situations like that. 
It’s very sweet.” 

Olivia said she wanted to 
help out a fellow youngster 
experiencing difficulty. 

“I wanted to donate it to 
kids,” she said. 

Olivia was impressed 
with her new look, which 
she will be able to style on 
her own. 

“T like it because it’s short 
and makes me look pretty,” 
she said. 

Miranda said it takes a 
dozen 10-inch ponytails to 
make a wig for a child. 

Mirdana estimated that 
she had 14 to 16 inches of

Police investigate weekend suicide

The Grayling City Police 
Department is investigating 
the death of a 26-year-old 
woman, who was struck by 
a vehicle on I-75, as a sui- 
cide. 

Grayling City Manager/ 
Police Chief Doug Baum 
said police continue to seek 
information about who may 
have hit and killed Grayling 
resident Rebecca Ashley 
Lane on Saturday, Feb, 18. 
between midnight and 1:30 
a.m, 

Lane was found in the 
southbound lanes of I-75 
behind the Grayling Pines 
apartments after apparently 
walking onto the express- 
way, Baum said. 


Lane appeared to have 
been struck by a motor 
vehicle, possibly a semi- 
truck, but the venlele left 
the scene. 

Based on information 
gathered during the investi- 
gation, the Grayling City 
Police are treating the inci- 
dent as a suicide. 

Police interviewed the 
driver of a semi truck, who 
said he saw something in 
the opposite lane, when he 
was traveling through the 
area. He contacted police 
after his wife, who was tray- 
eling with him, saw a news 
report about the death. 

The driver told police that 
a Crawford County Road 
Commission plow truck 
was clearing the road just 


ahead of his rig. The plow 
truck driver, who was the 
only road commission 
employee on duty, did not 
see the body in the other 
lane, Baum said. . 

Crawford County 
Sheriff's Deputies and the 
Michigan State Police 
assisted Grayling Police 
officers with the investiga- 
tion.

Benzie, Leelanau and 
Grand Traverse Counties 
were the hardest hit areas in 
the region, with 16 to 20 
inches of snow, and had to 
declare a state of emergency 
due to snow clogged roads 
and downed trees and power 
lines. 

“With this particular 
storm we were in the sweet 
spot for a heavy dumping of 
snow,” Adam said. 

Adam said the weather 
system was responsible for 
dozens of tornados that rav- 
aged southern states and 
caused severe weather in 
southern Michigan. 

“It was all associated with 
this storm,” Adam said. “It’s 
not atypical for this time of 
year.” 

About 30,000 Consumers 
Energy customers were left 
without. power due to the 
storm that began late last 
week. Since Friday after- 
noon, more than 178,000 
customers have been affect- 
ed by weather related out- 
ages. Power was restored to 
Consumers Electric cus- 
tomers in Crawford County 
on Monday. 

“We sincerely appreciate 
the patience of our cos- 


tumers during this winter 
storm event as we work to 
restore electric service in a 
safe and timely manner,” 
said Garrick Roschow, vice 
president of energy delivery 
for the utility. “The destruc- 
tive nature of this storm has 
challenged our crews as we 


continue to restore and 
rebuild our facilities.” 
An estimated 14,867 


Great Lakes Energy mem- 
bers remained without 
power late Monday after 
massive power line damage 
due to the storm that 
brought wet, heavy snow. 
Power was restored to an 
estimated 42,393 members 
since the storm hit Friday 
night. 

As of Tuesday, 1,763 
Great Lakes Energy cus- 
tomers in Crawford County 
remained without power. 

“We have got every avail- 


-able lineman and tree crew 


that we can find focused on 
the restoration efforts,” said 
Dave Guzniczak, 
spokesman for Great Lakes 
Energy. “They have been 
working as long as they can 
every day and they’ll work 
unl all power is restored.” 

The heavy snowfall has 
created situations where 


‘trucks are getting stuck try- 


ing to access downed power 
lines, broken power poles 


_ and power lines impacted by 


fallen trees. Guzniczak 
added that some power lines 
have been run over by snow- 
mobilers, causing them to 
ice up before they can be 
cleared and placed back into 
service. 

“With that in mind, it’s a 


very slow process,” 
Guzniczak said. 
Restoration efforts for 


Great Lakes Energy mem- 
bers may continue into 
Thursday. 

“This has been a very 
unusual event that has 
caused a great amount of 
damage to our power line 
system,” Guzniczak said. 

Red Cross volumeers 
have’ set’ up shelters in 
Grayling, Cadillac and St. 
Helen. A shelter in Mio was 
closed. 

Food, clothing and shelter 
are being provided, which is 
the main focus of the 
American Red Cross during 
an emergency. 

Sue Huffman, a Red 
Cross volunteer from South 
Branch Township, and utili- 
ty crews from Indiana were 
dealing with several broken

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CONSCIENTIOUS VOT- 
ERS simply cannot ignore 
the presidential campaign 
this year, especially here in 
Michigan, but we have 
another statewide race on 
the November ballot here 
with significance, too. 

Michigan must choose 
half of our two-person rep- 
resentation in the United 
States Senate for the next 
eight years. 

We all know about the 
United States Senate, of 
course, from our high 
school civics classes, or by 
keeping up with congres- 
sional happenings by read- 
ing the newspapers. 

The US Senate often is 
called “The Greatest 
Deliberative Body in the 
World” and most senators 
feel that way, too. , 

The Senate is made up of 
100 members that helps run 
the country ... a group of 
individuals, two from each 
state, and very closely 
matched according to party 
lines ... the body which 
very often votes “no” to 
sidetrack or defeat proposed 
new laws, with the 
Republican half turning 
down Democratic ideas, and 
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Lest we forget, we have a senate race, too 


Democrats rejecting 
Republican proposals. 
* * * 


MICHIGAN’S TWO sen- 
ators both are Democrats. 

Sen. Carl Levin of Detroit 
has held his seat for 34 
years, and last was reelected 
in 2008. He is chair of the 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee. 

Sen. Debbie Stabenow of 
Lansing, originally from 
Clare, was elected to two 
terms in the US House of 
Representatives, then to the 
Senate 12 years ago and 
again six years ago and must 
be reelected in November to 
keep her seat. She is chair of 
the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture. 

Holding those committee 
chairs makes both Michigan 


senators pretty powerful fig- . 


ures in Washington. 

Sen. Stabenow’s reelec- 
tion is contested, of course. 
The  out-of-office party 
always puts someone on the 
ballot, but in most cases the 
incumbent senator wins 
reelection. 

It looks like that will hap- 
pen in Michigan again this 
year, too. 

Even so, eight Republican

hopefuls — atl males — have 
offered themselves as candi- 
dates to fight the unenviable 
battle to send Ms. Stabenow 
back home. 

Actually that may. never 
happen, even if Sen. 
Stabenow should lose in 
November. Very few former 
federal lawmakers after 
leaving either the house or 
the senate, actually leave 
Washington. Some do, but 
most don’t. There’s some- 
thing in the Washington air 
— maybe it’s the smell of 
Washington’s famous cherry 
blossoms in the spring — that 
keeps them close to the seat 
of national political power. 

* * * 

LEADING THE pack of 
Republican hopefuls is Peter 
Hoekstra, former Holland 
businessman who served 18 
years in the US House of 
Representatives but decided 
not to run in 2010 so he 
could run for Michigan gov- 
emor instead. He finished 
second in the Republican 
primary to current Gov. 
Rick Snyder. 

Probably second in line is 
Clark Durant, Detroit attor- 
ney and former member of 
the State Board of 


Education, and strong advo- 
cate of charter schools. His 
candidacy is backed by a 
covey of high-up Michigan 
Republican leaders, such as 
former state chairs Betsy 
DeVos and Saul Anuzis, 
who now represents 
Michigan on the National 
Republican Committee. 

So far the Durant cam- 
paign has not gained much 
momentum, but his backers 
contend it is still “incredibly 
early” in campaign terms. 

A third potential to be 
considered seriously is Gary 
Glenn of Midland, head of 
the American 
Association and described 
in a recent story in The 
Detroit Free Press as “a 
fiery social conservative.” 

Mr. Glenn won a recent 
straw poll among 200 or so 
social conservatives calling 
themselves “Michigan for a 
Conservative Senate” and 
somewhat united under the 
umbrella of Michigan tea 
party activists. 

Many tea party folks 
declined to take part in the 
straw poll because of the 
nature of the activity. A 
Lansing State Journal report 
on the poll quoted one long

Forest growth and harvest - what is the balance? 


Michigan harvests a lot of 
wood. We see the trucks 
moving every day. But, 
Michigan also grows a lot of 
wood. 

What is the balance? 

On statewide _ basis, 
Michigan grows a bit more 


- than twice the volume that 


we harvest, a ratio of about 


' 2,1, Michigan’s growth-to- 


harvest figure is higher than 
that of either Wisconsin or 


Minnesota. Across the 
nation, it ranks in the muddle 
of the pack. - 


A number greater than 
“1.0” means more wood 
grows than is harvested. 
The higher the number, the 
larger the proportion of 
growth there is. That could 
mean either growth is 
aggressive or harvest levels 
are low. A number below 
“1.0” could mean either nat- 


ural mortality is high or har- 


vest levels are high. 
Each year, more and more 
wood accumulates in 


Michigan forests. Some 
would say this is a good 
thing. Others see a portion 
of the growth as a sustain- 
able way to bolster a part of 
Michigan’s economy, espe- 
cially in rural areas. 

Keep in mind that forest 
statistics are moving targets, 
changing somewhat every 
year. More importantly, 
they vary across different 
regions within Michigan. 
The “2.1 ratio” is not uni- 
form across the state. The 
ratio also varies among tree 
species, 

It’s also important to 
understand that wood that 
accumulates in the invento- 
ry does not mean it is avail- 
able for harvesting. 


Inventory and availability - 


are two very different 
things. .An owner won't 
necessarily sell timber just 
because it’s there. And, 
nearly half of Michigan’s 
forest is owned by families 
and individuals. 


Roscommon). 


By looking closer at the 
inventory data, meaningful 
highlights can be 
“unpacked.” This is espe- 
cially important information 
for investors and planners 
looking at establishing a 
new forest products compa- 
ny or biomass energy facili- 
ty. 

For instance, the growth- 
to-harvest ratio increases 
from 1.3 in the Upper 
Peninsula, to nearly 4.0 in 
the Southern Lower 
Peninsula. In the Northern 
Lower Peninsula, there is 


more growth accumulation .

Historically Speaking 


Rob Burg, from Hartwick Pines State 
Park, submitted information about the pho- 
tograph which appeared in the March 1, 
2012 Crawford County Avalanche: 

Although I cannot give you the name of the 
individual in the photograph or the date, this is 
a photo of one of the enrollees of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps’ Company 681, which was 
located at Camp AuSable (Camp S-1!08). The 
camp was on North Down River Road, about 
1/2 mile west of Kellogg’s Bridge and the 
North Branch, from 1933-42. 

The primary work of the young men (ages 
18-25) was reforestation. During the period of 
the CCC, more than 434 million trees were 
planted in Michigan. The men also fought for- 
est fires, manned fire towers, developed parks, . To 
built roads and bridges, and a variety of park 
and forest facilities. Besides operating the 
Higgins Lake Nursery (now North Higgins 
Lake State Park), locally the ‘CCC Boys’ also 
worked at the Grayling Fish Hatchery, did work 
[a the ‘Grapling ¥ Winter Pons: Park saci 


Hills), and built the Logging Museum buildings 
_ at Hartwick Pines. 
In just Crawford County alone, there were 
four CCC Camps: Camp AuSable, Camp 
Eldorado (off of M-18), Camp Hartwick Pines, 
and Camp Higgins Lake. More nearby camps 
included Camp Houghton Lake, 
Kalkaska, Camp Lundeen (near Lewiston), 
Camp Luzerne, and Camp Pioneer (south of 
nearly 106,000 men 
served in the CCC in Michigan during the peri- 
od of 1933-42, during the Great Depression. 
The CCC was a federal program and had camps 
and projects in all forty-eight states, and the ter- 
ritories of Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the 
U.S. Virgin Islands.

Other tree species are not 
doing as well, mostly due to 
impacts by exolic pests or 
natural cycles leading to 
maturity. Where possible, 
harvest levels increase for 
these species, while the still 
wood remains sound, Some 
of the declining species 
include the elms, paper 
birch, jack pine, beech, and 
white ash. 

How do forest scientists 
know these sorts of things? 

The U.S. Congress has 
charged, and funded, the 
U.S. Forest Service to col- 
lect forest inventory across 
the United States, on all 
ownerships, This has been 
ongoing since the !930s. 
These inventories are done 
through a special unit called 
the Forest Inventory and 
Analysis (FIA) Unit.

source for all sorts of 
descriptive data for forests. 
The data are often called 
“FIA data.” 

The FIA unit counts trees. 

Many pieces of informa- 
tion about the site and sam- 
ple trees are collected. 
There are over 10,000 
forested plots across the 
state and dozens of mea- 
sured items. [Each year, a 
fifth of the plots are re-mea- 
sured in the field and the 
rest are modeled. Every five 
years, a report is issued that 
describes our forests. 

It’s an expensive endeav- 
or. However, our forests are 
worth billions in monetary 
terms, alone. Additionally, 
there are values for environ- 
mental services and sense of 
place that are difficult to 
assign a dollar value. 
Nevertheless, we do, 
indeed, have a pretty good 
idea about ‘the status of our 
forests.

Research suggests that 
bullying is not necessarily 
on the increase, but instead 
that our awareness of the 
issue has grown. 

“It’s not a new issue. Our 
awareness and concern has 
grown, as well as our 
knowledge about different 
kinds of bullying behaviors 
and the impacts these 
behaviors can have,” said 
Janet Olsen, Michigan State 
University (MSU) 


~ Extension program leader. 


With the signing of 
Public Act 241 of 2011, 
Michigan requires all 
schools to develop and 
enforce policies to protect 
students from harassment, 
intimidation and physical 
violence. Communities are 
supporting the act and tak- 
ing steps of their own. 

“We know {rom research 
that youth want adults to 
take all forms (of bullying) 
seriously, including emo- 
tional and relational,” said 
Olsen. 

Bullying occurs in a vari- 
ety of ways and situations, 
among them physical, emo- 
tional, relational and verbal. 
Kids do not have to be 
physically present to be bul- 
lied. Cyberbullying, or 
using the computer and 
related technologies to 
bully, is a method used to 
victimize others. 

Olsen says that “young 
people experience bullying 
in a variety of settings, not 


just school. Being connect- 
ed through technology has 
resulted in kids being at risk 
for being targeted any time 
of day, no matter where. 
they are.”

Grayling Generating 
Station started in the sum- 
mer of 1992. They are 
owned by CMS 
Enterprises, AltaGas and 
Fortistar and managed by 
Phil Lewis. They produce 
electricity from renewable 
resources (waste wood and 
tire derived fuel) that is 
sold to utilities. 


Grayling | Generating 
Station is a 38 MW 
(Megawatt = 1,000 


Kilowatts) wood waste- 
fueled power plant. The 
electric output is sold pur- 
suant to the terms of a 
long-term power purchase 
agreement with 


Consumers Energy 
Company. Wood waste 
consists primarily of wood 
chips from forest improve- 
ment and land clearing 
programs, and sawdust and 
bark from local lumber 
mills. CMS Enterprises 
operates the plant and has 
a 50 percent ownership 
interest. 

They use the City of 
Grayling waste water treat- 
ment plant effluent as 
makeup water to their 
cooling tower. They pump 
this water 17,000 feet to 
get it to the plant. 

They have 24 employees 
and have operated for 20 
years without a lost time 
injury.

The Devereaux Memorial 
Library will be celebrating 
its 10th anniversary on 
March 15 with an all-day 
open house and evening 
event.

SUMMARY OF 
FREDERIC TOWNSHIP 
Ordinance No. 2012-1 
THE TOWNSHIP OF FREDERIC ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Title. 


This section specifies the title of the Ordinance as the Frederic Township Parcel Division 
Ordinance. 


Section 2. Purpose. 
This section specifies the purpose of the Ordinance. 
Section 3. Definitions. 


This section defines the following terms: Accessible, Applicant, Convey, Development 
site, Divide or Division, Exempt split, Forty (40) acres or the equivalent, Land, Lot, 
Owner, Parcel, Parent parcel, Person, Plat or Retorded plat, Property transfer, Tract of 
land, Zoning Administrator, and Zoning Board of Appeals. 


Section 4. Approval of Land Divisions or Property Transfers Required; 
Establishment of Exempt Splits. 


This section provides that the owner of a lot, parcel, or tract of land cannot divide or 
effect a property transfer (untess a specific exception applies) except as provided in the 
Ordinance; provides that the owner of a lot, parcel, or tract of land claiming an exempt 
split must provide to the Zoning Administrator a survey or other clear evidence estab- 
lishing the exempt nature of the split and must provide evidence that each resulting lot, 
parcel, or tract of land is accessible (subject to an appeal to the ZBA); and provides an 
exempt split when the resulting parcels are 20 acres or more, the parcel is not accessi- 
ble, and was in existence on March 31, 1997. 


Section 5. Procedure for Division or Property Transfer. 


This section specifies the procedures to divide a lot, parcel or tract of land or to effect a 
Property transfer; the information that must be submitted to the Zoning Administrator 
with the application; the required fee that must be paid, including an “after the fact” fee 
when a conveyance is discovered that did not obtain the required approval before the 
division or property transfer was completed; the authority of the Zoning Administrator to 
deny an application if not all required information is provided, the requirement that the 
Zoning Administrator make his or her decision concerning the proposed division or prop- 
erty transfer within 45 days after receiving a complete application, the requirement that 
the Zoning Administrator document his or her decision, with any conditions, in writing, 
the ability following a denial by the Zoning Administrator to submit additional information 
to the Zoning Administrator or the right to appeal that decision to the ZBA, and a provi- 
sion that states any approval shall not be considered a determination of compliance with 
any other township ordinance or regulation; the requirement that the Zoning 
Administrator send notice of any approval to specified officials; and the requirement that 
within ninety (90) days of the approval of a division or property transfer the applicant 
record in the Register of Deed’s office an instrument of conveyance and file a copy with 
the Zoning Administrator. 


Section 6. Standards for Approval of Divisions or Property Transfers. 


This section specifies the standards for approval of a division or property transfer, 
including compliance with the state land division act; compliance with the township zon- 
ing ordinance; the requirement that the resulting lots, parcels, or tract of land have an 
adequate and accurate legal description; the requirement that except for the remainder 
of the parent parcel or parent tract of land retained by the owner, that the lots, parcels, 
or tract of land resulting from a division, including those greater than 10 acres, meet a 
depth-to-width ratio of 4:1; the requirement that any development site have adequate 
easements for public utilities; the requirement that any land that does not independent- 
ly meet the requirements of the state land division act or the township zoning ordinance 
cannot be an independent development site; the requirement that the resulting lots, 
parcels, or tract of land be accessible; and the requirement that the owner possess the 
legal right to divide the parcel or tract of land. 


Section 7. Land Configuration Variances. 


This section specifies the procedures for obtaining a zoning variance or a variance from. 
the depth-to-width requirement of the ordinance from the ZBA. 


Section 8. Appeals to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


This section provides that a person aggrieved by a decision of the Zoning Administrator 
may appeal that decision to the ZBA pursuant to procedures specified in the section. 


Section 9. Violations and Penalties. 

This section provides that a violation of the ordinance is a municipal civil infraction and 
imposes a fine up to $500.00, provides that each day the ordinance is violated is a sep- 
arate violation, and permits the township to take action to abate any nuisance. 
Section 10. Enforcement Officer. 


This section authorizes the Zoning Administrator and other officials designated by the 
Township Board to issue municipal civil infraction citations to alleged violators. 


Section 11. Nuisance Per Se 
This section provides that a violation of the ordinance is a nuisance per se. 
Section 12. Separate Court Action. 


This section authorizes the township to initiate proceedings in the Circuit Court to abate 
or eliminate the nuisance per se or any other violation of the ordinance. 


Section 13. Vaildity. 


This section declares that the ordinance provisions are severable and can be applied 
separately in the event a provision is found to be invalid. 


Section 14. Repeal. 
This section repeals the prior parcel division ordinance, Ordinance No, 2000-4. 
Section 15. Effective Date. 


This section provides that the ordinance becomes effective thirty (30) days after being 
published in a local newspaper.
